Damage to the movie house 
was estimated at $2800.

For the U.N. Alone 


If anyone is to guard the borders of be- 
leaguered Lebanon, it ought to be the United 
Nations. That is the only sensible answer to 
Lebanon’s statement that it would ask for 
American and British armed forces if the 
U.N. did not do the job. 

Secretary of State Dulles supports peace 
moves by the U.N., but he notes that the 
Sixth Fleet is nearby and that the United 
States could offer “physical support” to the 
Lebanese Government outside the U.N, 

While the West sympathizes with the plight 
of the moderate government in Beirut, Mr. 
Dulls certainly should understand the risks 
involved in purely national intervention there. 
By all accounts the whole trouble stems from 
national intervention: the West accuses the 
United Arab Republic of fomenting the re- 
volt, and Russia accuses the West of inter- 
vening. 

Moving in Anglo-American troops, or other 
unilateral action in support of one side, would 
invite dangerous reprisals in behalf of the 
other side. There is no end to this sort of 
game short of an international settlement 
enforced by an international agency. And 
the U.N. proved that it could stop a Middle 
Eastern brushfire from becoming a conflagra- 
tion in the case of the Suez invasion. 

In practical terms the United States can 
muster far more world-wide support for Leb- 
anon and assume far less risk for itself by 
acting entirely through the U.N. And the 
U.N. must have the complete confidence of 
Washington if it is to act at all. 


Still a Public Trust 


Matthew J. Connelly, White House appoint- 
ments secretary under Harry S. Truman, and 
T. Lamar Caudle, Justice Department Tax 
Division chief in the Truman Administration, 
appear to have exhausted the legal facil- 
ities in the fight against prison sentences. 
The prospect now is that each will surrender 
Saturday and begin serving his two-year term 
for conspiracy against the Government. 

Both men were convicted two years ago of 
comspiring with a third defendant, Harry Iv 
Schwimmer of Kansas City, to fix the tax eva- 
sion case of Irving Sachs of St. Louis.

Return to Terror 


Hope that differences between the West 
and the Communist world might be narrow- 
ing are chilled by the execution of Imre Nagy 
and other leaders of the Hungarian revolt of 
1956. And everywhere east of the line which 
now runs from Luebeck on the Baltic to the 
Albanian shore of the Strait of Otranto, the 
hope for freedom must be just as cold. 


Whatever Khrushchev’s shifts of policy, so 
far it had been possible to say that he did not 
liquidate opponents as Stalin did. But the 
old dictator himself might have signed the 
Hungarian death warrants. Was the hand of 
the present master of the Kremlin forced by 
old-line Stalinists with renewed influence? 


It. seems significant that the executions 
were announced just as the Communist Party 
Central Committee gathered to consider what 
are regarded as Khrushchev’s failures, espe- 
cially his sharp.changes in industrial and 
agrigultural polities. The recall of Soviet 
ambassadors also suggests that Khrushchev 
may be in trouble because of his failure to 
achieve summit conference which was 
given such importance in Russian diplomacy. 

But whether Khrushchev’s days or those of 
his opponents are numbered, there is little 
doubt as to what is ahead for Poland and 
other satellites. The execution of the Hun- 
garians—coming after the harsh and explicit 
repudiation of Tito’s doctrine that every na- 
tion should be free to find its own way to its 
own variety of socialism—is a clear demand 
for adherence to the Kremlin’s orthodoxy. 

There is indignation ‘everywhere in the 
West over the new assault on liberty:, Al- 
ready it is proposed to carry matters to the 


United Nations. And there is a temptation . 
to take an even more belligerent attitade.. 


But as Marquis Childs has pointed out, “it is 
obvious that only with the relaxation of ten- 
sion can Poland begin to. enlarge the limited 
independence and relative freedom. that cam 
after the upheaval of 1956.” 

Here is the dilemma for the West. As th 
Hungarian revolt showed, the West’ dares not 
risk a world war to rescue the satellites. But 
intensified cold war short of shooting will 
probably only tighten Russia’s grip on them. 
What to do? In practical terms the West can 
only work tirelessly to create conditions under 
which Moscow might be encouraged to relax 
its hold, permit diversity within the Soviet 
world, Khrushchev was on that road for a 
time.

Why the House Balked Eisenhower 


N THE BILL TO REORGANIZE 


WASHINGTON.

wanted. Broadly speaking, the House, which is under 
Democratic conttol, followed him in everything that has to do 
with the command of the armed forces.

* Field of strategic planning. 


Thus during the second 
world war Gen. Eisenhower 
was a successful supreme com- 
mander. But he did not do the 
strategic planning of the war. 
That was done at a much high- 
er level than his, at the level 
of Churchill and Roosevelt and 
of the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Gen. Eisenhower was in the 
European theater the supreme 
operator, not the supreme 
planner. When for a time after 
the war he was in the Penta- 
gon as chief of staff of the 
army, which was before the 
Korean war, he did not make 
a record for strategic insight 
and foresight. 


Blind to New Weapons. 


And later, when he became 
supreme commander of NATO 
there is little in the record to 
show that he grasped the im- 
port of nuclear weapons on the 
strategical. planning of the 
NATO forces. 

There is, therefore, substan- 
tial ground for the discrimina- 
tion shown by the House in 
following him on operational 
matters but not on strategic 
planning.

It is this right of appeal 
which prevents any one of the 
services from being overridden 
by a combination of the other 
two, and makes certain that on 
a great issue its views cannot 
be suppressed and must be de- 
bated. 


A Revealing Statement. 


It was on this point that the 
House opposed the President. 
It is a point of great impor- 
tance. In the President’s hot- 
tempered statement of May 
28, he described the right of 
appeal to Congress, which is

That is the most effective 
way to command and operate 
an army.

If 
the light was held steady and 
no waves created by the hunter 
the frog was deftly grabbed 
from the rear and around the 
saddle and placed in the game 
ag. 
Moccasins Like Frogs, Too. 
A burlap bag, locally known 
as a “tow sack,” was fastened 
to the belt of the frog hunter 
and trailed through the water 
until it was filled or the hunt 
was ended. The frogs were kept 
alive in the sack sometimes for 
days or until enough were ac- 
cumulated to take to market. 
Barrels of them were often 
dressed, iced, and shipped by 
train to the city markets. 
Cottonmouth moccasins often | 
were attracted by the carbide 
light and also by the threshing 
of the frogs as they were | 
dragged through the water. | 
These venomous snakes are so 
named because of the fact that 
the interior of the mouth is as 
white as a freshly picked boll 
of cotton. They swim with 
ihead held high and are fear- 
less. The wading frog hunter 
carried a stout length of wood, 
cut before the evening hunt 
began, and made short work of | 
the approaching snake. The 
swamp men seldom were bit- 
ten, but, on the rare occasion 
when they were, they resorted 
to the standard remedy of 
“snakebite medicine” which 
was made in a nearby still 
from corn and swamp water. 
The Missouri season on bull- 
frogs opens July 1 and closes 
Nov. 30. They may be taken 
by the holders of a fishing

| Before the swamps were

| There were no seasons and it 
was believed that they were in- 
exhaustible. But bullfrogs, pos- 
sibly more so than any other 
creatures, are entirely depend- 
ent on habitat. Ideal conditions 
must prevail if they are to 
multiply. They also are vic- 
| tims of predators from the air. 
land, and water. Hawks, owls, 
cranes and other birds pounce 
on them from the air. Rac- 
coons, mink and a host of other 
animals attack them from the 
| land, and bass, gar, turtles, and 
| many other marine dwellers as- 
| sail them from the water. 

For three years they must 
avoid these enemies if they 
/are to reach even junior-grade 
| size. In five years they be- 
‘come a full-fledged, bass-sing- 
ing, senior amphibian. There is 
evidence that bullfrogs are be- 
coming more plentiful along 
the Ozark streams. 

The swamps and marshes no 
longer exist and the large arti- 
ficial impoundments do not 
provide favorable habitat. 
Drainage ditches and progres- 
sive farming have all but 
sounded the death knell to this 
once plentiful lowland denizen. 
The Ozark streams with their

“It would take a rapid recoy-

year’s peak still would leave 
us far short of full-employment 
| prosperity—roughly 20 billion 
dollars short, 

“It will take a good while 
longer to recover full employ- 
ment.” 

Another White House ad- 
viser leaned toward what has 
been the commonest view in 
Washington — that 
progress this year will be mod- 
est and gradual. This official 
added: 


“But they were saying the 
same thing in early 1954. They 
were fooled then by a terrific 
boom in autos, housing, and

that people should be very 
cautious about such predic- 
tions.” 

In the magazine interview 
Burns declined to guess when 
the recovery would begin, or 
whether it already has started.

“There's been a marked sea-

Robert Tieken, United States 
attorney at Chicago, admitted 
yesterday that he had made no 
substantial effort to find out 
how the reported income tax 
investigation of two Illinois 
state officials was proceeding. 
He has said that the investiga- 
tion was the reason he did not 


proceed with a grand jury in-| | ces summoned to a grand 


quiry into a toll road program 


under the officials’ jurisdic- 


tion. 

Tieken, who flatly rejected 
a suggestion by Representative 
Emanuel Celler (Dem.), New 
York, that he should resign, 
was a witness before a House 
judiciary subcommittee which 
is investigating his conduct in 
office. 

Celler, chairman of the com- 
. mittee, has charged that Tieken 


subpenaed four state officials | 


to pressure them into paying 
‘him $34,500 for 10.2 acres of 
his land at Libertyville, $10.,- 
000 higher than the price state 
appraisers had determined as 
fair. The land was purchased 
for road purposes. 

Tieken conceded yesterday, 
under questioning by Julius 
Singman, assistant committee 
counsel, that he had made little 
or no effort to find out how 
the tax investigation was go- 
ing. 

Expected to Get Report. 

“I expected to hear from the 
Internal Revenue Service when 
they were finished. That is 
standard procedure Tieken 
told the committee. 

Celler charged that Tieken 
made no inquiry about the tax 
inquiry until May 28, when the 
committee announced it was 
going to hold public hearings 
on the subpenas and their pos- 
sible relation to the land settle- 
ment. 

Singman criticized Tieken for 


holding up the grand jury in- | 


vestigation on the basis of what 
Singman termed “casual hints 
from federal agents who are 
not lawyers.” 

Tieken replied with indigna- 
tion that “dealings between 


federal investigators and. a 
United States attorney are 
never casual.” 


Cellier challenged Tieken’s 
authority to initiate grand 
jury investigations of income 
tax, anti-trust and labor 
racketering matters without 
express authorization from the 
Attorney General. The chair- 
man cited the manual of rules 
for district attorneys as the 
basis for this statement. 

Tieken responded that he 
had the right to call for a 
grand jury inquiry into wrong- 
doing in these fields, whether 
or not they were authorized 
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by the Attorney General, and 
that “the only wong 4 entitled 
to complain about is the 
justice department.” 

Celler, Keating Clash. 

Bickering broke out between 
Celler and Representative Ken- 
neth Keating (Rep.), New York, 
when the chairman declined to 
disclose the contents of several 
letters he received from Ste- 
= A. ‘Mitchell, Chicago at- 
torney and former chairman 
of the Democratic National 
Mitchell’s com- 
plaints were the chief reason 
for the investigation of Tieken. 

Keating demanded to see the 
Mitchell letters but Celler re- 
jected the request, asserting 
that the letters were “person- 
al,” and referred to matters 
other than the questions be- 
fore the committee. 

Celler charged that Tieken 
violated directives of the At- 
torney General last year in re- 
leasing the names of 225 wit- 


jury investigation of alleged 
income tax violations by per- 
sonnel of the Cook county as- 
sessor’s office at Chicago. 
Mitchell was one of those sub-

Tieken, an Eisenhower ap- 
pointee, was censured last year 
by the Chicago Bar Associa- 
tion for the publicity he gave 
the witness list and the pur- 
pose of the investigation. He 
also was charged by a federal 
court judge at Chicago with 
violating the spirit of a court~ 
order directing the United | 
States marshal and the court 
clerk not to disclose the names 
of those subpenaed. 

No Word of Misdeeds. 

Tieken said the 225 persons 
summoned before the grand 
jury included lawyers, tax ac- 
countants and appraisers. He 
said he had no information 
that any of them had done 
anything. wrong, but wanted to 
“find out if they knew any- 
thing about income tax viola- 
tions and bribery by others” 
connected ‘with the assessor's 
office. 

The district attorney also 
said he had “no recollection” 


that the names of lawyers 
summoned in connection with 
the investigation who were as- 
sociated with his own law firm 
were omitted from the list of 
witnesses made public.

A former St. Louis Uni- 
versity medica] student tells 
why he gave up his American 
citizenship in this interview 
with United Press Interna- 
tional in Vienna, obtained at

VIENNA, June 18 (UPI). 


“WHEN AN AMERICAN re- 
nounces his. citizenship every- 
body believes he must be a 
Communist,” 28-year-old for- 
mer St. Louis University med- 
ical student Allen Herbert 
Sobul said nervously. 


But the motives which moved 
Sobul to swear away his citizen- 
ship before State Department 
officials here June 2 were a 
strange mixture of non-political 
idealism spurred by expedi- 
ency 

Sitting in his small, cheap 
rented room, the dark-haired, 
dark-skinned student main- 
tained he was a “humanitarian” 
equally opposed to any political 
system. 

“I am against nationalism of 
any kind, be it capitalism or 
communism,” he said. 

So when the draft threat- 
ened, Sobul said he decided to 
leave the United States. 

“I do not want to serve in 
Army and waste two 


“One way not 


and then dedicate himself to 
his ideal—Nobel prize winrfing 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer and his 
hospital in Lambarene, French 
Equatorial Africa. 

The themé of time came 
back over and over again in 
Sobul’s conversation. 


“IT want te see Albert 
Schweitzer and work with 
him at Lambarene before it 
is too late,” he said. “He is 
already an old man.” “ 

“I must hurry up and fin- 
ish my studies and get to 
Lambarene. I am 28 and 
have done nothing yet.” 


One thing is sure—when he 
renounced United States cit- 
izenship, he also renounced the 
United States. “I have abso- 
lutely no intention of ever go- 
ing back to the United States,” 
he said. He said that he had 
already thought of giving up 
citizenship before leaving the 
United States. 

“Seeing New York helped 
me make my final decision— 
Manhattan is a madhouse.” 


He first began thinking 
about Austria when he met an 
Austrian medical specialist in 
St. Louis. 

The years from September 
1951 to March 1955 in St. 
Louis were “unhappy” ones, 
Sobul admitted. 

“I did not complete the 
course as I became sick three 
months before receiving the 
M.D. degree,” he said. 

He said that after his failure 
to continue at St. Louis U. he 
had tried to get into other uni- 
versities. “But nobody, either 
in the United States or in 
Canada would take me,” he 
explained. 

He said he now intended to 
stay to complete his medical 
studies in Austria. “This will 
last about three years and I 
don't know whether the uni- 
versity will take me _ yet, 
though,” he added.

so I rejected them,” he said. 
He was equally bitter about 
religion, terming it a “farce.” 
“None have succeeded in 
their aims of the brotherhood 
of mankind and of stopping 
wars,” he said.

The hip exercise I am giving | 
you today is one of the latter. 
As a matter of fact, one of my 
friends uses it periodically 
when she notices a tendency 
toward that middle-aged 
spread. 


Try it! Sit ecross-legged on 
the floor. Now put your right 
foot flat on the floor in front 
of your left knee. Pull your 
left leg back (from knee to 
toe.) Raise your left knee— 
your right knee is forced down. 
Now raise your right knee forc- 
ing the left one down. Con- 
tinue to move from right to 
left on your hips by raising 
and lowering your knees. Hold 
your arms out for balance. 


Another which firms legs 
and tends to banish fat: Sit on 
the floor with your legs resting 
on the floor in front of you, 
knees stiff. Lean back ¢om- 
fortably on your hands. Bend 
the right leg up close to the 
abdomen. Return leg to floor. 
As your right leg returns to 
the floor bend your left leg. 
In other words, as one leg 
bends the other straightens. 
Do this briskly.

SIXTY-ONE YEARS AGO a 
violinist and a pianist met in 
Berlin. The violinist, after 
having heard the pianist play, 
said: “My boy, you have tal- 
ent. Work hard and you will 
go far.” F 

The speaker was Bronislaw 
Huberman, then 11 years old. 
His prediction regarding &8- 
year-old Artur Rubinstein was, 
if anything an understatement. 

Rubinstein, born in Lodz, 
Poland, on Jan. 28, 1889, was 
the youngest of seven children 
of a hand-loom manufacturer. 
At 3 he was given a violin. He 
smashed it. A piano proved 
more durable and at 5 young 
Rubinstein made his debut at 
a charity concert in Warsaw, 
where he recently scored a 
triumph after an absence of 
20 years. 

Years of study in Berlin fol- 
lowed, and concert tours that, 
among other things, brought 
him to the United States at 16 
as soloist with the Philadelphia 
orchestra. 


Rubinstein is quick to add 
that the impact of his Ameri- 
can debut was slight. “I was 
no longer a prodigy,” he 
said, “and not yet an artist.” 


He went back to Paris to 
finish what he described as 
“shedding my immaturity.” 

Rubinstein made his first big 
suecess in Spain during World 
War I. Scheduled to play four 
concerts, he remained to give 
120. 

The pianist {s objective 
about his early successes and 
failures. He loved to play but 
hated to practice. He did not 
really learn to practice for 25 
more years. 

“IT got by on my natural gifts 
and my temperament,” he 
says. “This was fine in Latin 
and Slavic countries where 
they don’t care about wrong 
notes. But it was not so good 
in Britain and the United 
States, where audiences 
thonght they should get their 
money’s worth by hearing all 
the notes.” 


ARTUR RUBINSTEIN 


Rubinstein prides himself 
on missing almost as many 
notes as the. great Anton Ru- 
binstein (no relation), who 
used to say he would give an- 
other concert with the notes 
that fell under the piano. 

Once when Artur Ruben- 
stein was on a radio quiz pro- 
gram, a record was played and 
he was asked to guess the 
pianist. He confessed he was 
puzzled. 


“It sounds like my playing,” 
he said, “but there aren’t any 
wrong notes.” 


In fact the wrong notes di- 
minished after an event in 1932 
that he says changed his life. 
He married Aniela Mlynarski, 
daughter of a Polish conductor 
with whom Rubinstein had ap- 
peared at 15 as soloist with the 
Warsaw symphony orchestra. 


Following his marriage, Ru-

binstein took stock of himself | 


as a musician. He disciplined 
himself and taught himself to 
practice. He perfected his tech- 
nique and sought earnestly to 
fathom the inner meaning of 
the works be performed. 

In 1937 he returned to the 
United States and soon estab- 
lished himself as one of the 


performers. He is an énergetic 
virtuoso who thinks nothing of 
playing more than 100 concerts 
a year. When there is a break 
of several days between en- 
gagements he becomes restless 
and prods his management to 
fill the open dates. 


At 69, Rubinstein has the 
vitality of a young man. The 
immense gusto evident in his 
playing can be sensed in con- 
versation. He is a born racon- 
teur who tells dialect stories 
in eight languages. 


He ‘and his wife have four 
children, the youngest 11 years 
old. 

Rubinstein has no patience 
with people who go to doc- 
tors and say, “What vitamins 
shall I eat?” 


“What good are vita- 
mins?” asked the pianist. 
“Eat four lobsters, eat a 
pound of caviar—tlive! If 
you are in love with a beau- 
tiful blonde with an empty 
face and no brain at all don’t 
be afraid, marry her—live!” 


Rubinstein’s superb confi- 
dence was shaken recently, 
however, when a stubborn 
hoarseness could not be shak- 
en off. There was much talk 
about smoking and the perils 
of cancer. Rubinstein, long a 
good customer of the Havana 
cigar-makers, decided to con- 
sult a specfalist. 


The specialist examined him | 


silently for 30 minutes. At 


last, unable to bear the sus- |
